We  are  Watermelon  specialists,  and  handle  nothing  but 
them  for  seed.  Having  made  a study  for  the  past  twenty-five  years 
of  this  fruit,  we  are  in  a position  to  know  how  to  save  good  seed.  Take 
a good  piece  of  land,  break  it  up  with  a plow,  then  lay  off  your  rows  ten 
feet  apart,  with  a one-horse  plow.  Now  check  the  rows,  ten  feet,  and  in 
the  check  put  a shovel  full  of  stable  manure.  Ridge  the  row  with  a one- 
horse  turn  plow,  throwing  two  furrows  together.  On  this  bed  in  the  checks 
plant  your  seed,  using  about  ten  seed.  Plant  the  seed  shallow,  covering 
with  just  about  enough  dirt  to  cover  them.  When  they  come  up  and  there 
are  three  leaves  on  the  plant,  thin  out  and  leave  two  plants  to  the  hill. 
Now  burst  out  the  middle  of  the  rows  with  your  one-horse  turner.  In  doing 
this,  you  leave  a balk  on  the  row.  Take  a hoe  and  give  the  melons  and 
balk  a good  hoeing.  This  is  your  first  plowing  and  hoeing.  In  about  two 
or  three  weeks  after  the  vines  have  begun  to  run,  run  around  them  with  a 
sweep  and  burst  out  the  middles,  and  give  them  another  good  hoeing.  Before 
doing  this  plowing,  scatter  a few  cow  peas  all  over  the  land.  This  plowing 
will  cover  the  peas  and  the  peas  will  grow  and  their  vines  will  shade  the 
melons,  make  larger  melons  and  prevent  sunbake.  To  have  large  melons, 
don’t  have  over  three  or  four  to  the  vine.  Pinch  off  sickly  ones.  This  is 
all  the  cultivation  melons  need.  Try  a patch  planted  this  way,  and  use 
EVANS  seed,  and  you  will  have  melons  to  be  proud  of. 

Watermelons  are  planted  after  danger  of  frost  is  over.  In  January  and 
February  they  are  planted  in  Florida.  Further  north,  up  in  New  Jersey,  May 
and  June.  A sandy  soil  is  best,  but  they  will  grow  on  any  land  that  melons 
were  not  planted  on  within  the  past  ten  years. 

As  to  varieties,  suit  yourself.  We  have  over  thirty  different  kinds,  and 
try  to  describe  them  fully  on  the  following  pages.  After  deciding  what  kind 
you  want  to  plant,  send  us  your  order  for  as  many  pounds  as  you  will  need. 
It  takes  one  pound  to  plant  an  acre.  The  price  is  $1.00  per  pound,  delivered 
by  Parcel  Post,  mail  paid  to  any  part  of  America.  If  you  have  never  planted 
our  seeds,  try  them;  and  if  you  have,  you  know  there  are  no  better  seed  than 
ours  in  America. 

After  the  melons  are  harvested,  they  are  cut  and  the  seed  taken  out, 
carefully  dried,  and  then  cleaned  with  a seed  cleaner.  We  can  also  say  no 
concern  takes  more  pains  to  have  varieties  more  true  to  name  than  we.

Black  Diamond 

As  good  a shipping  melon  as  Kolb  Gem;  quality  better  and 
flavor  sweeter ; a far  better  keeper ; somewhat  longer  and  heavier 
than  Kolb  Gem;  very  dark  bluish-green  rind,  small  grayish 
stripes,  bright  red  flesh;  seed  black;  as  good  a shipper  as  KoId 
Gem,  while  quality  of  meat  is  far  better;  will  keep  longer  than 
any  known  melon ; medium  early ; ripens  about  July  3d.  Eight 
hundred  to  car.

Flesh  bright  red,  crisp,  sweet,  and  of 
splendid  quality ; really  one  of  the  finest  flavored  melons  in  cul- 
tivation today.  White  seed. 


An  extra  early  and  extra  good  melon  for  home  use  and 
nearby  market.

Notwithstanding  it  is 
grown  exclusively  by  some  for  market  on  account  of  its 
earliness.  White  seed.

A new  melon  with  yellow  flesh  that  fairly 
melts  in  the  mouth,  and  which  for  its  fine 
sugary,  juicy  and  delicious  flavor  cannot  be 
surpassed  by  any  red  flesh  melon  on  the  mar- 
ket.

One  of  the 
best  shipping  melons  grown,  often  producing 
on  a single  vine  6 to  8 large  oblong  shaped 
melons,  of  a dark  green  color,  striped  lighter 
green.  Black  seed.

Is  a watermelon  of  medium  to  large  size  and  of  high 
table  quality.  It  is  of  Southern  origin,  but  thrives  well 
in  the  North.  In  shape  it  is  oblong.  The  outside  color 
is  pale  green,  with  darker  green  markings.  The  flesh 
is  brilliant  red  in  color,  and  remarkably  solid.  The 
flavor  is  delicious,  and  the  flesh  entirely  stringless.  The 
rind,  though  thin,  is  tough,  insuring  good  shipping 
qualities.  White  seed.

The  finest  of  all  the  early  maturing  melons  of  medium  size 
and  oblong  shape,  marked  with  two  shades  of  green.  The 
rind  is  thin.  The  red  flesh  is  very  sweet  and  tender.  The 
vine  is  productive  and  a sure  cropper,  the  melons  maturing 
early.  Adapted  to  all  sections,  and  does  exceptionally  well 
in  the  Northern  States.  A distinct  early  watermelon,  becom- 
ing very  popular  for  the  home  garden.  White  seed  tipped 
with  black.

The  melons  are  large,  elongated;  rind  dark  green, 
with  darker  stripe ; flesh  red,  remarkably  tender  and 
sweet.  An  excellent  melon  for  home  use.  White 
seed. 


Sweet  Heart 


This  magnificent  variety  was  originally 
brought  from  the  West  Indies,  and  seed 
first  offered  in  1881.  The  melons  are  of 
large  size,  oblong  in  form,  slightly  taper- 
ing at  the  stem  end.  Skin  beautifully 
striped  in  dark  and  light  green.  Rind  quite 
thin,  but  tough  enough  for  shipping.  Flesh 
bright  red,  and  luscious.  Black  seed. 


SWEET  HEART  WATERMELON 


Cuban  Queen 


Popular  for  market.  Large  heavy  fruits  of  oval  or 
round  form ; skin  very  pale  green,  with  distinct  nettled 
lines  of  a slightly  darker  shade.  The  flesh  is  red,  firm, 
crisp,  and  exceedingly  sweet.  A good  keeper  and  ex- 
cellent shipper,  and  a good  selling  melon,  being  attrac- 
tive and  of  good  quality.  Black  seed.
